Financial Disclosure reports and his FEDERAL ELECTION COMMISSION 
(FEC) reports.

[acknowledged same to have been deposits into WILSON'S 
House Bank account and provided the following explanations: 


(1) The November 3, 1989 check for $7,026.17 to WILSON 
from THE WESLIE CONDOMINIUM (THE WESLIE) was a reimbursement from 
THE WESLIE for water damage to WILSON'S condominium (condo) . 
WILSON'S condo at THE WESLIE is his Washington, D.C. area 
residence. 
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Investigation on 12/8/92 at Falls Chu rch. Virginia File # 46A-WF-179870 ,_r 
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This document contains neither recommendations nor conclusions of the FBI. 
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(2) The August 31, 1990 Cashiers Check for $25,000.00 
to WILSON from RIGGS BANK (RIGGS) was a wire transfer of loan 
proceeds from the FREDONIA STATE BANK (FSB). Since the House 
Bank did not have the facilities to receive wired funds directly, 
the normal practice was to have funds wired to RIGGS, which would 
then provide the wired funds to the member via cashiers check. 

The loan from FSB was disclosed in WILS0N / s 1990 EIGA report. 

(3) The September 27, 1988 Bank Check for $2,000.00 

from the MARYLAND NATIONAL BANK (MNB) to WILSON was a n honorar ia 
from the BALTIMORE ASSOCIATION OF PAKISTANI DOCTORS. I 1 

provided a copy of this MNB bank check she had maintained in her 
files. This honoraria was disclosed in WILSON'S 1988 EIGA 
report . 


(4) The November 1, 1991 check for $7,350.04 from the 
WRIGHT PATMAN CONGRESSIONAL FEDERAL CREDIT UNION (WPCFCU) to 
WILSON was for a personal loan. Since the WPCFCU loan was less 
than $10,000.00, it was not disclosed in WILSON'S 1991 EIGA 
report . 


(5) The March 1, 1988 check for $600.00 from 

to WILSON w as a re imbursement for theater tickets WILSON 


had pur chased for

1 provided a copy of the bill from MARTIN'S TICKET AGENCY in 
the amount of $600.00. A note written on the bill says: "CW 
reimbursed by | 11 
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(6) The July 22, 1988 International Money Order from 
BARCLAYS BANK for $2,500.00 to WILSON was a travel reimbursement 
from a London, England Television Station for an appearance on 
one of the station's programs. 


Upon review of a November 2, 1988 check from WILSON'S 
House Bank account to AMERICAN EXPRESS in the amount of 
$12,741.14,1 | was queried as to why the liability identified 

by that check ha d not been disclosed in WILSON'S 1988 EIGA 
report. | | responded that she "never would have thought of 

that" since it was a credit card. 


WILSON'S DIBOLL STATE BANK account was not disclosed in 
WILSON'S EIGA reports because it was his personal checking 
account, not an investment account. 
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The "TEMPLE/CHRISTIE" account was neither a campaign 
accou nt nor a n office account of WILSON'S. The account was set 
up by f | to keep track of personal loans WILSON made to I 

and some of her friends from Texas who owne d property . in 
Washington, D.C. From time to time I I and her friends . 

incurred expenses on the property, such as repairs, for which 
they did not have enough money to pay. When such instances 
occurred, WILSON simply "helped them out" by loaning them enough 
money to cover expenses. The loans were non— interest bearing. 
WILSON owned no interest in the property. 

The "CONGRESSMAN CHARLES WILSON OFFICIAL' EXPENSE 
ACCOUNT" was an account set up by TRITES to handle . expenses for 
WILSON'S congressional office. The account was neither a 
campaign nor a personal account. 

TRITES provided the following explanations . for payments 
made from WILSON'S House Bank account to the below listed payees: 

(1) AMERICAN INCOME LIFE INSURANCE - Holds the mortgage 
on WILSON'S condo at THE WESLIE in Arlington, VA. 

(2) LUFKIN FEDERAL SAVINGS & LOAN - Holds the mortgage 
on WILSON'S residence in Lufkin, Texas. 

(3) SOUTHWAY GARDENS - Performed landscaping/lawn care 
at WILSON'S Texas residence. 

(4) THE WESLIE - Association fees. 

(5) 1ST CITY BANK OF ORANGE - Car loan payments. 

(6) WILSON'S maid. 

( 7 ) - A handy-man who did odd jobs for 

WILSON. 

(8) | I- One of WILSON'S staffers who 

occasionally did non-business related work for WILSON. The 
payments were in no way staffer payroll related. 

0) 1 | - Performed carpentry/painting work 

related to water damage sustained by WILSON'S condo at THE WESLIE 
in 1989. 
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Regarding checks written on WILSON 'S House Bank account • 
that were "held" and possibly never cleared. I 1 advised the 

following:

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(1) She was unable to locate any check written on 
WILSON'S House Bank account in August, 1988, in the amount of 
$657.84. She opined that the "held check" in question was not 
WILSON'S. 


(2) She provided a copy of WILSON'S August, 1988 house 
Bank statement and a copy of check number 5960, written August 
15, 1988, in the amount of $102.60. According to the bank 
statement provided, the check cleared on September 1, 1988.

COMMITTEE, The Principal Campaign Committee (pccj , for 
approximately the past eight years. She assumed the 
responsibilities associated with this position at the request of 
WILSON. She has been solely responsible for performing the 
duties associated with this posi tion since her acce ptance. In 
the performance of her duties as I \ s ^ e has been 

responsible for collecting and depositing campaign contributions, 
writing checks, maintaining receipts in support of disbursements, 
and executing and submitting all documentation and filings 
required by the FEC pertinent to complying with Federal Election 
Laws. 


| | was advised that a review of WILSON'S FEC 

reports by the interviewing agents failed to locate and/or 
identify several large disbursements made from the PCC account to 
WILSON. Upon review of the checks in question, all of which had 
been deposited into WILSON'S House Bank account, I I related 

the following information about each: 


(1) On July 6, 1988, 


issued a PCC check, number 

not readable, in the amount of $2,500.00, to WILSON as a 
reimbursement for a previous contribution he had made from 
personal funds to the LUFKIN CITIZEN'S CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 
Lufkin, Texas. WILSON wrote a check from his House Bank account 
to this organization prior to July 6, 1988. Upon recent 
observation of the FEC report co vering t he period from July 1, 
1988 through September 30, 1988, realized she incorrectly

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listed this disbursement as having been made directly to this 
organization rather than as a reimbursement to WILSON. 

(2) On July 28, 1988. 1 | issued PCC check number 

1972, in the amount of $4,500.00, to WILSON as a "personal loan". 
WILSON did not advise her specifically how these proceeds were to 
be used and she did not inquire. At WILSON'S direction, she 
deposited these proceeds into WILSON'S House Bank account. 

I said further that on four subsequent occasions she 
provided WILSON a total of $32,000.00 additional dollars of PCC 
funds as "personal loans". She stated: "We figured, you know, 
he'd (WILSON) loaned his campaign a lot in the past, so why not 
loan him some now." At this point in the interview, I — I 

became visibly upset (crying) and stated: "I know I've made 
mistakes." She continued that it was not until a couple of 
months ago, when the attorneys (BRAND & LOWELL) got involved, 
that they learned they had misunderstood the regulations. All 
the personal loans were intended to be for a short period of time 
and were to be paid back as soon as possible. All the personal 
loans have since been reimbursed to the PCC account, from 
WILSON'S personal funds. Additionally, WILSON has paid 
approximately $3,500.00 in interest to the PCC account for the 
use of the funds. The disbursement of the $4,500.00 loan funds 
and their subsequent reim bursement to the PCC was not reflected 
in FEC filings. However . I l does maintain documentation 

verifying that this loan (and a ll other s) were subsequently 
reimbursed to the PCC account. | j stated she would provide 

this documentation to the interviewing agents at a later time. 

(3) On August 21, 1988 . 1 I issued PCC check number 

1980, in the amount of $2.000.00 . to WIL SON as a "personal loan." 
As with the aforementioned loan, I I was not aware of how the 

proceeds were used. The disbursement (loan) was not reflected in 
the FEC reports. 

(4) On December 23, 1988 . 1 I issued PCC check 

number 2115, in the amount of $2,629.90, to WILSON as a 
reimbur sement for campaign related travel expenses incurred. 

| has maintained the re ceipts W ILSON provided to support^ ^ 
these expenses. At the time I reported this disbursement m 

the FEC reports, she broke the disbursements into individual 
vendor items rather than listing the above lump sum of $2,629.90. 
This disbursement was reflected on the FEC report covering the 
period from November 29, 1988 through December 31, 1988, on Page 
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4 of 5 for Line 17, as the total of itemized disbursements 
beginning with the disbursement for $241.95 through the 
disbursement for $347. 33. less a refund of $79.00 from 
Continental Airlines. 1 explained that she broke the 

expense into the individual vendor items because it made it 
easier for her to keep track of what the expenses were for. 

(5) On July 20, 1989, 1 issued PCC check number 

2249, in the amount of $1,158.13, to WILSON as a reimbursement 
for expenses h e incurr ed on his AMERICAN EXPRESS charge card on 
June 4, 1989. | | referred the interviewing agents to the FEC 

report covering the period from July 1, 1989 through December 31, 
1989, page 1 of 14 fo r Line 1 7, which reflected a disbursement of 
$1,235.13 to WILSON. | | said the reported amount was also 

inaccurate . The co rrect expense amount should have been 
$1,158.13. | |was "unsure what happened" to cause the $77.00 

difference. 

(6) On December 27, 1989, 1 j issued PCC check 

number 2375, in the amount of $10,000.00, to WILSON as a travel 
advance for a trip WIL SON was going to take to the Soviet Union. 
WILSON advised | |that he intended to travel to the Soviet 

Union and needed a travel advance, but he did not indicate from 

which account the proceeds were to be taken . assumed the 

trip was political and wrote the check out of the PCC account. 
This disbursement was not reflected in FEC rep orts . I n 
anticipa tion of leaving town for the holidays, I \ gav e the., 

check to | I another member of WILSON'S 
staff, who eventually cashed the check at the House Bank and 
provided the cash proceeds to WILSON. After WILSON retu rned from 
his trip, a significant period of time transpired before 
remembered to request receipts from WILSON pertinent to his 
expenditures. By the time she approached WILSON about those 
receipts, a number of the receipts had been lost, according to 
WILSON. • She stated: "This was one of those that just sort of 
fell throuqh the cracks." On September 14, 1990, at WILSON'S 
direction,! Ideposited $5,500.00 of WILSON'S personal funds 

(cash) into WILSON'S House Bank account. She later learned that 
WILSON apparently thought the $10,000.00 travel advance had come 
from his personal funds and that the $5,500.00 deposit into his 
House Bank account was supposedly a return of unused funds from 
the advance. It was not until a couple of months ago, when the 
attorneys (BRAND & LOWELL) became involved, that it was 
discovered the $10,000.00 advance had not been paid back to the 
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PCC. | Istated that the entire $10,000.00 was reimbursed to 

the PCC, out of WILSON'S personal funds, in September, 1992. 
WILSON paid an additional $3,500.00 in interest to the PCC at 
that time because the money had been outstanding for so long. 

I I advised that the most recent FEC filing, dated October 15, 

1992, reflects "other receipts" in the Schedule A section for 
Line 15, which would serve as evidence that the $10,000.00 travel 
advance and $3,500.00 in interest was reimbursed to the PCC. She 
explained that the attorneys (BRAND & LOWELL) became involved 
after the House Bank investigation had begun. WILSON became 
concerned when he did not receive a letter from Judge WILKEY and 
retained the attorneys to try to find out what might have kept 
him from getting a letter. It was at this point m time that it 
was discovered the $10,000.00 advance had not been paid back. 

(7) On May 25, 1990, I I issued PCC check number 

2482, in the amount of $10. 000.00. to WILSON as a personal loan. 
As with the previous loans, f | was not aware of how the 

proceeds were used. The disbursement (loan) was not reflected m 
FEC reports. 


(8) On August 10, 1990, 1 | issued PCC check number 

2577, in the amount of $10, 000.00 t o WILSON as a personal loan. 

As with the previous loans, f l was n °t aware of how the _ 

proceeds were used. The disbursement (loan) was not reflected m 
FEC reports. 

(9) On November 8, 1990. 1 l issued PCC check number 

2709, in the amount of $25,000.00, to WILSON as repayment of 
personal funds loaned by WILSON to the PCC for campaign committee 
purchases of media time. This disbursement was reflected m FEC 
documents as a loan repayment to WILSON. 


(10) On December 18, 1990, . 
number not readable , in the amount of $5,02 — . 
reimbursement for campaign related travel expenses incurred.

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I .stated that $3,530.85 of these proceeds were reflected on 

the FEC report covering the period from November 27, 1990 through 
December 31, 1990, in the Itemized Disbursement section. 

However, she has been unable to locate receipts to support the 
reimbursement for the additional $1,493.21. She said she will 
continue efforts to locate the receipts to support this 
disbursement . 
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(11) On February 8, 1991, | | issued PCC check 

number 2993, in the amount of $1,728.72, to WIL SON “pro bably to 
reimburse the Congressman for several things.” I 1 wa f enable 

to locate specific receipts supporting the disbursement . | | 

said this disbursement should be reflected on the FEC report 
covering the period from January 1, 1991 through June 30, 1991, 
and pointed out that a number of smaller disbursements to WILSON 
were reflected on this filing which, when totaled, come to an 
amount a pproxima tely $600.00 less than the amount of the check 
issued. I | stated she would continue to search for the 

receipts to support this disbursement. 

I ~1 was advised that a review of WILSON'S FEC 

reports by the interviewing agents also failed to locate and/or 
identify several large receipts into the PCC account of funds 
from WILSON. Upon review of the checks in question, all of which 
had been drawn o n WILSON'S House Bank account and made payable to 
the PCC, | | related the following information about each: 

(1) On August 2, 1988, | J issued House Bank check 

number 5942, in the amount of $747.19, to the PCC as 
reimbursement for a disbursement erroneously made from the PCC to 
pay for a non-campaign related hotel expenses incurred by WILSON. 
The PCC had previously disbursed the funds directly to the 
vendor. The abov e House Bank check was WILSON'S reimbursement to 
the PCC. | ~| advised that neither the disbursement of these 

funds from the PCC nor the receipt of the reimbursement from 
WILSON was reflected in FEC documents, because they were a 
"wash” . Since both transactions took place within a relatively 
short period of time, within the same reporting period, she 
understood at that time that such transactio ns would not 
necessarily have to be reported to the FEC. I 1 stated she 

has, in recent times, become aware that all disbursements from 
PCC funds and all receipts of proceeds deposited into the 
accounts of the PCC are to be reported and reflected in FEC 
filings. 

(2) On August 9, 1988, 1 j issued a House Bank 

check, number not readable, in the amount of $2,000.00, to the 
PCC as partial repayment of the previously mentioned personal 
loan of $4,500.00 to WILSON from PCC funds. This receipt was not 
reflected on the FEC reports.

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(3) On December 8, 1988, I I issued a House Bank 

check, number not readable, in the amount of $1,326.51, to the 
PCC as rei mbursemen t for "travel expenses the Congressman 
incurred" . I I confirmed the receipt of these proceeds by the 

PCC were not reflected on FEC filings in that it was most 
probably a "complete wash" . The debt was not carried over to the 
next reporting period and therefore, it would not be necessary to 

report the receipt of the proceeds or the disbursement. | | 

stated she will continue to look for receipts to support the 
disbursement. However, she advised some of the receipts and 
records have been "thrown out". 

(4) On December 27, 1989. 1 I issued a House Bank 

check, no number, in the amount of $4,500.00, to the PCC as 
partial repayment of the previously mentioned personal loans of 
$4,500.00 and $2,000.00 to WILSON from the PCC. This receipt was 
not reflected in the FEC reports. 

(5) On January 23, 1990. 1 l issued House Bank check 

number 6311, in the amount of $5,000.00, to the P CC as partial 

repayment of personal loans outstanding. I H pointed out a 

typographical error contained on this check which inaccurately 
reflects that the check was issued on January 23, 1989. She 
stated that the stamp on the face of the check accurately 
reflects its issuance in 1990. This receipt was not reflected m 
the FEC reports. 

(6) On January 30, 1990, | | issued House Bank check 

number 6315, in the amount of $2,051.00, to the PCC as a 

reimbursement for a bill previously paid by the PCC for catering. 

TRITES stated that she had inadvertently paid this expense from 
PCC funds, failing to realize it was actually a personal expense 
incurred by| said she had 

paid it "by mistake", thinking it was campaign reiat&d. I I 

reimbursed WILSON for the expense on January 30, 1 990, as 
evidenced by a copy of a deposit slip, provided by I I 

reflecting $2,051.00 in cash deposited into WILSON'S House Bank 
account on that date. WILSON in turn authorized the issuance of 
check 6315 as repayment to the PCC for this inadvertent 
disbursement. This receipt was not reflected in the FEC reports. 

(7) On August 30, 1990. 1 l issued House Bank check 

number 6472, in the amount of $ 15,000.0 0 , to the PCC as repayment 
of personal loans outstanding. I said she thought all of 
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WILSON'S personal loans had been repaid at this point. However, 
she had forgotten about the $10,000.00 t ravel ad vance to WILSON 
regarding the trip to the Soviet Union. I ~| stated that while 

this repayment is not reflected on FEC reports, she would be able 
to provide documentation confirming the receipt of these proceeds 
into the PCC account which would be provided at a later time. 

I stated that, other than those noted above, there 
were no other "personal loans" made to WILSON from his PCC. She 
stated: "You caught them all." 

~ | stated that she has never received any formal 
training regarding how to properly fill out FEC reports or how to 
maintain the pertinent records for same.

and other clerical responsibilities. She first became involved 
with the Federal Elec tion Commis sion (FEC) as the result of 
typing FEC reports at I [ direction and gradually began 

performing additional responsibilities associated with 
recordkeeping and report compilation pertaining to FEC reporting 
requirements. Tn approximately 1984, 1 | assumed full 

responsibilities for the maintaining of the FEC contributions and 
disbursements, and compiling FEC reports for submission to that 
agency. 

I 1 reiterated that she had received no formal 

training in completing FEC reports and that often times when she 
had Questions pertaining to providing certain informa tion she 

would oontact i l an FEC Analyst. However, | — I 

advised that many times wh en she had questions , she was referred 
to the "pool of analysts". | [also referred to FEC 

literature. She did not go to WILSON with questions about the 
FEC reports because WILSON did not understand them. 

| | stated that pertaining to receipts and_other 

supporting documents to justify disbursements from the Principle 
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Campaign Committee (PCC) accounts, she would stamp these 
documents, marking them paid and date th e m. The se documents were 

filed by month and maintained by | ~l » | — 1 stated that 

WILSON'S personal secretary does all of his travel scheduling. 


Congressman WILSON commonly charged campaign and 
person al debts incurred monthly to his American Express charge 
_ stated it is not uncommon for her, acting in her 

official capacity, to disburse up to three separate checks to pay 
for these charges reflected on the statement, one each from his 
personal checking account, his campaign account, and his official 
expense account. 


] had signature authority, in addition to 


Congressman WILSON, on WILSON'S official expense account, the PCC 
account, WILSON'S personal account at First City 
Texas, and the now closed House Bank account, on which WILSON s 
administrative assistant additionally had signature authority. 
WILSON also had a personal account at Diboll State Bank, but 
'did not have signature authority on the account. 


The following details were provided by | I in 


furtherance of information she previously provided m her 
interview on December 8 , 1992: 


i , reiterated that her listing of the $2,500 

disbursement from the PCC account direct to the Lufkin Citizen's 
Chamber of Commerce, rather than to WILSON (as the actual 
disbursement was made) was an inadvertent error on her part and 
not done to intentionally give the appearance that the report was 
misleading. She was unable to provide any information to reveal 
the purpose of WILSON'S contribution to this or ganizat ion or h °w 

it was related to WILSON'S campaign. However, | advised she 

would attempt to make this determination and provide an 
explanation at a later time. WILSON did not routinely carry PCC 
account checks with him, and, I [ suggested, this may be the 

reason he wrote a personal c heck and later requested 
reimbursement from the PCC. I l advised that she never 

provided WILSON pre-signed checks on the PCC account because he 
had a habit of "losing things". 


As previously related, 


WILSON the first 


of four personal loans from the funds or the PCC on July 28 1 
^933 # stated she could not specifically recall the exact 
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events which led up to the issuance of this first loan. However, 
she did not believe at the time for it to be improper or illegal 
in that she knew WILSON had loaned a substantial amount of 
personal funds to the PCC on prior dates. She could not recall 
if she or WILSON suqqested to take the "loan" out of the PCC 
account. I Istated she did not query FEC regulations, nor 

did she contact any FEC officials for an opinion pertaining to

the providing of personal loans. | j advised that all of the 

loan proceeds, except for the $10 , 000 he received on December 27, 
1989, as an advance of funds for the Soviet Union trip, were 
utilized to reduce personal debts that the Congressman had 
incurred and did not have the personal funds to make payment or 
at the time the loan was provided. 

The loa ns were intended to be for a very short period 
of time, although I I stated she does not recall discussing 

with WILSON the specific terms of repayment.

Department (USSD) , prior to his Soviet Union trip and that 
another employee of WILSON'S would have been responsible for 
performing this function. 

| stated that on January 23, 1990, she deposited

When 
I opened the paper I found a layout inserted with alleged "mug shots" 
of State Senator Charles Wilson, a candidate for United States Con- 
gressman from the 2nd Congressional District in Texas. The layout 
contained "mug shots" allegedly taken of Charles Wilson in Travis 
County , Texas while he was under arrest for driving while intoxicated. 
The layout also stated that Senator Wilson later plead guilty to 
being under the influence of drugs at the time of his arrest. It 
also questioned whether or not the constituents of the 2nd Congres- 
sional District would want a man like this for their congressman. 

To the best of my knowledge, - there was no statement regarding who 
printed the layout, authored or published same, nor did the layout 
-endorse any political candidate for Congressman from'the 2nd Con- 
gressional District. 

The paper in which the layout came was the Texas Eagle allegedly ’ 
of Belton, Texas. There was a picture in the paper accompanied 
by an article stating that the editor or publisher of the paper, 
whose name I cannot remember, was a candidate for the United” States 
Senate in the American Party ticket from the State of Texas. I 
had never seen this paper before, I am not a subscriber to this 
periodical and it was thrown in my yard unsolicited and to my knowledge 
has never before been thrown or distributed in Madison County, Texas. 

I felt this was a very underhanded political smear upon the candi- 
dacy of Senator Wilson and I threw the paper and layout away. 

I have personal knowledge that other members of Madison County, Texas 
received this layout and paper in the same manner as I did. 

Sunday night, April 23, 1972, I received a call from Senator Charies 
Wilson in Lufkin, Texas concerning the manner and method in which I 
received this layout and paper.

conduct investigation into the publication and distribution 
of circulars containing information and photographs relating 
to the arrest of Charles Nesbitt Wilson on driving under the 
influence charge by Austin, Texas Police Department in 1969. 

Wilson is a candidate for U. S. Representative and running 
against Mrs. <T. D. Dowdy and others. Mrs. Dowdy is wife 
of Representative John Dowdy (D-Texas) , convicted on 
Federal Bribery charges on 12/30/71. The circulars do not 
contain the identity of those responsible for publication 
and distribution which is a violation of Title 18, Section 612, 

U. S. Code which prohibits such anonymous distribution of 
political literature in connection with Federal elections. 

These circulars were widely distributed throughout the 
Southern District of Texas and our investigation indicates the 
source of this material appears to be the Dowdy Campaign 
Headquarters.

BRUCE added that he receives the American Party- 
Newspaper and also the Texas Eagle. He receives approximately 
500 extra copies of the Texas Eagle each month and 
distributes this newspaper at no cost to those receiving 
them. He and his wife will roll these newspapers and secure 
them each with a rubber band. They then through these 
newspapers in the yards of those not subscribing to the paper, 
in an effort to stimulate and increase the circulation. 

Neither he nor his wife rolled up any of the above mentioned 
circulars in the Texas Eagle Newspaper and has no knowledge • 
who might have done this. He has seen these circulars in 
Crockett, and has heard discussion concerning them, but has 
no knowledge as to who might be distributing them. 


BRUCE continued that he is a J, B, DOWDY supporter, 
but has not discussed this circularvwith any of DOWDY f s compaign 
workers .

GOVERNMENT CONTROL: 

Get the Federal Government out of Rural, City, 
and State Governments. By eliminating the 
“STRINGS” on the tax money sent- back to our 
state and rural governments a few of those 
“EXPERTS” could be removed from the payroll, 


thereby saving tax dollars and, at the same time, 
allowing us to go about the business of govern- 
ing ourselves. 

TAXES: 

I believe Internal Revenue should get out of the

DIBOLL, Texas — Diboll is a “company 
town** deep within the Piney Woods of East 
Texas, 

It is also a town which has found the 
magic formula for getting millions of dol- 
lars in federal funds although it has a popu- 
lation of only 3,500. 

Diboll is the home of Temple Industries, 
a giant in the Texas lumber and building 
products industry. Without Temple Indus- 
tries there would be no Diboll. 

•Most of its residents work in Temple In- 
dustries offices, sawmills and plants. 

MANY LIVE in low-rent housing proj- 
ects built with federal funds.

•This boosted the amount of federal cash 
poured into Diboll over the $4 million mark. 

“When the 90 elderly units are completed 
an I97J, Diboll will have a total of 404 public 
housing units — a fantastic total for a city oZ 
- 3,500 population,” the Diboll Free Press ob- 
served with enthusiasm. 

DIBOLL RANKS far ahead of most 
towns in Texas — or the nation— in getting - J 
federal cash-through grants and loans. 

Since Diboll is a' “company town,” the 
flow of cash from Washington has benefit- 1 
ed Temple Industries financially. 

The low-rent housing projects provide ' 4 

homes for the firm’s workers. Had federal 
funds not been available to finance the pro]- 7 
ects. Temple Industries would have been ; 
.forced to provide housing for. its workers in i 

this Angelina County community south of 
Lufkin. 1 

In reviewing housing projects under con- 
struction in the summer of 1969, the Free ]; 
Press commented, “Long harried by a lack c 
of housing for its growing number of indus- 
trial workers, Diboll appears now to have n 
broken the ice in doing something about the a 
housing shortage.” c 

THE NEWS STORY noted that a $7.5 F 

million expansion of the Temple Industries 
fiberboard plant and construction of a $7 ^ 

million particle-board plant would create P 

200 jobs although Diboll faced a labor short- e , 

age. a

LET’S TOUR Pine Acres. 

Located in the shadow of a big Temple 
Industries plant, it consists of brick- 
trimmed frame buildings — most of them du- 
plexes — set amid towering pines. 

A typical 1-bedroom unit consists of a

It pays an 
additional $2 monthly as a trash and gar- 
bage collection charge. 

Like all projects financed with federal 
funds. Pine Acres is integrated. 

.'A formula, based on the size of the fami- 
ly and its income, determines who may oc- 
cupy the low-cos t units. 

, A News reporter noted, however, that a 
number of late-model cars were parked 
amid vehicles of ancient vintage on the con- 
crete streets and parking * areas of the 
project. 

■ Children who live in Pine Acres may ' 
p!av in an adjacent park which includes a 
pool, tennis courts, slides, swings and other 
equipment. Children from nearby shacks 
also use the park. 

The eyecatchor in Pino Acres is an un-

To coordinate requests for funds, the 
Deep East Texas Economic Development 
District was formed. It consisted of 13 coun- 
ties where Temple Industries had timber in- 
terests. 

State Sen. Charles Wilson, an employe of 
Temple Industries, was chosen to head the 
district. 

The Economic Development Administra- 
tion gave the district a $39,032 grant to per- 
mit it to hire a staff. 

Directors of the district selected C. A.. 

(Neal) Pickett, a former Houston mayor, as 
its executive director. Pickett had headed 
the Federal Housing Administration office 
in Houston. 

In a caustic article which criticized “pol- 
itics’* within the FHA, the Readers Digest 
identified Pickett as a brother-in-law of XJ.S. 

Sen. Ralph Yarborough. 

Pickett’s $13,000-a-year salary as direc- 
tor of the development district came from 
the federal grant. Temple Industries provid-

KOUNTZE — Ninety per 
cent of the land along Village 
Creek between Turkey Creek 
and U.S. 86 is owned by big 
lumber companies. 

-This section of land is part of 
the proposed Big Thicket

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Senate has approved, but 
which is opposed vehemently 
by U.S. Rep. Charles Wilson,

Wilson formerly worked for 
one of the biggest lumber 
companies, Temple 
Industries, and became known 
as “Timber Charlie” because 
of his close association with 
lumber interests. 

The 15,540-acre Village 


Creek area, officially called 
the Big Sandy-Village Creek 
Unit, is not included in 
Wilson’s version of the bill, 
which has passed the House. 

The House bill calls for an 
84,550-acre preserve.

Sandy-Village Creek Unit, 
totals 100,090 acres. 

Temple-Eastex, formerly 
Temple Industries, is the 


major lumber companv 
owning land in the Village 
Creek area,' according to tax 
records in Hardin ’ County. 
Other lumber interests in the 
area include Kirby. Southland 
Paper, Champion, and Hart- 
Bledsoe, part of the Southern 
Neches Corp. 

Temple-Eastex owns 10

‘ d °.^°^^ de ^ andifc ’ 1 , rRall - v do not " Ancl 1 ™ild Pomt out that 
most of the 100.000 acre bills provide for different areas. So it is not 
a question of a complete, unanimous opinion on their part of what 
should be saved, because they are all a different 100.000 acres. And I 
would also point out that with the exception of the two Senators 
xrom lexas when of course, represent the entire State, that I am the 
only elected official who will endorse as much as I am prepared to 
endorse and as I have put in my bill. 

The Park Service — and I do not know the propriety of what I am 
going to sav. biit- it remains for this to be disputed* bv later testi- 
mony and to be investigated by your questions — was prepared to rec- 
ommend to yon gentlemen a park of 75.000 acres. Thev were pre- 
pared to recommend the map that is right there, including a bread 
corridor down the ^ echos River, which does not- show on their map, 
a hd including a corridor connecting the two lower units. 

The justification for this was not a recreational justification, and 
that is the real central point to this whole tiling. The justification is 
a scientific justification. 

Xow, who is prepared, or who is qualified to come to this commit- 
tee and tell you what is scientifically justified. I do not think I am. I 
clo not think Congressman Steelman is. I do not- think the other 
Congressmen who are making their recommendations to you are. 
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T think there is only one authoritative source, and only one source 
which even claims to be ^impartial, and that is the Department of 
Interior of the United States. And they have been studying this 
matter from 7 to J? ye ars.

The letter further stated that if the Congressmen "do not return 
home immediatelly, (sic) they will return in plastic bags." Both 
Congressmen visited Nicaragua two weeks ago in a show of support of 
the government of President Anastasio Somoza. 

The letter, which was datelined Managua, Nicaragua, was forwarded 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation * , Anderson who then 

informed Congressmen Murphy and Wilson * . 

Anderson reporter Joseph Spear specuxuvssd that the Anderson 
office had received the letter because of their frequent columns on the 
Latin American country. He informed the offices of the two Congress- 
men because in his words, "We don f t want another Leo Ryan on our hands," 
referring to Congressman Leo Ryan who was murdered two weeks ago in 
Guyana. 

Congressman Murphy, an avowed anti-Communist, expressed no 
surprise at the death threat. "This is standard operating procedure 
for Communist-led groups who wish to take over a country and frighten 
away its supporters.

For example, take the recent so-called 'work-strike* against the 
Somoza government during which many shops and businesses remained 
closed, supposedly in sympathy with the Sandinistas.

"Congressman Wilson and I have decided to release this information 
so that the American people will know for certain that the Sandinistas 
are terrorists, that they are Communists and that they advocate the 
Communist philosophy of assassination and terror to achieve their 
Communist goals. On October 5, 1978, in this very Congress, Arturo

This tragic Central 
American nation may turn 
into another Cuba because 
“Tacho got too greedy”

, a sit just so happens, Gen. Anas- 
‘ l\ tasio “Tacho” Somoza, presi- 
jLJLdent of Nicaragua, is one of 
the richest men in Latin America. His 
family has ruled Nicaragua for 42 
years, and owns a substantial chunk 
of that Central American republic. 
But Somoza has little time for the 
pleasures of the rich. He lives in a 
windowless bunker at the headquar- 
ters of an 8100-man army that func- 
tions as the world’s largest personal 
bodyguard. On the rare occasions 
when he ventures out, he rides in an 
armored Cadillac escorted by sol* 
'diers; when he speaks in public, he 
does so from a bulletproof-glass 
booth that Nicaraguans derisively 
call k banera, the bathtub. 

Somoza has reason to be jittery. 
Last September, when young rebels 
seized five of Nicaragua’s largest 
towns, the people poured into the 


streets to cheer them. The fiesta 
mpod was short-lived— Somoza’s 
army crushed the uprising by killing 
thousands of- civilians— but Nica- 
ragua remains a nation in revolt.’ 
Businessmen, labor, church and the 
general public all want to see So- 
moza go. Twice last year Managua, 
the capital, was paralyzed by gen- 
eral strikes. 

Many another dictator would 
have crumpled under such pressure, 
but not Tacho Somoza. He is an 
exceptionally tough-minded man 
who dismissed the youthful insur- 
gents as “punks like those who beat 
up old people in New York”— and 
vowed to remain in office until his 
current six-year term as president 
expires in early 1981. “I’m a hard 
nut,’’ he says. “They elected me for a 
term and they’ve got to stand me.” 
Actually, most Nicaraguans boycott- 


ed that 1974 election because they 
felt it was hopelessly rigged in Somo- 
za’s favor. 

There are growing fears that 
Nicaragua may become a second 
-Ouba. The uprising last September 
was led by a few hundred guerrillas, 
some Marxists trained in Cuba; they 
were joined by thousands of non- 
Marxists, mostly middle-class, who 
sought only to bring about a change 
to democratic rule. Moderates fear 
that the longer Somoza hangs on, the 
more support the Marxist guerrilla 
faction will acquire from the embit- 
tered populace, , 

El Jefe, The Somoza dynasty, the 
oldest dictatorship in Latin America, 
had its inception in the almost con- 
tinuous occupation of Nicaragua 
from 1912 to 1933 by U.S. Marines, 
sent to restore order after decades 
of civil strife. Washington viewed 
Nicaragua's instability ijs a possible 
threat to the Panama Canal. To 
shore up future Nicaraguan govern- 1 
ments, the Marines organized the 
Guardis Carnal With U.S. ap- 
proval, politician Anastasio Somoza, 
who was known by the diminutive 
“Tacho” and who boasted of being 
the best pistol shot in Central Amer- 
ica, was installed in 1933 as jefe 
director, chief of the Guardia, with 
the rank of general. Somoza exuded 
great charm and, having attended a- 
school of business administration in 
Philadelphia, was fluent in English. . 
He went to great lengths to culti- 
vate the friendship of influential 
Americans. 

When the Marines withdrew, they 


left behind a rebellion against the 
government led by Gen. Augusto 
Cesar Sandino. The Marines had 
tried unsuccessfully for more than 
five years to defeat Sandino, a master 
of guerrilla warfare. Tacho 1 settled 
the problem his way. After conclud- 
ing a generous peace treaty with 
Sandino, he invited him to a state 
dinner-and had him shot. Then, in 
1936, Tacho had himself elected 
presidentand laid the foundation for. 
the family fortune by offering ridicu- 
lously low prices for farms and 
ranches that struck his fancy. Own- 
ers who resisted found themselves 
harassed by tax collectors and other 
officials until they agreed to sell. 

Tacho and subsequent Somozas 
proclaimed undying friendship for 
the United States. And Washington, 
having created the Guardia, sus- 
tained it with military and economic 
help. The impression of powerful 
U.S. .support made Nicaraguans 
think twice,- before opposing the 
Somozas. 

Foot-in-Mouth Candor. After an 
assassin's bullet cut down Tacho in 
1956, the presidency passed first to. 
his eldest son, Luis Somoza, who 
died in 1967, then to Luis’s younger, 
brother, also named Anastasio “Ta- , 
cho” Somoza, the current president, 
When he graduated from West- 
Point in 1946, young Tacho was 
awarded a top command in the 
Guardia by his father-leading to the 
quip that he was the only West Point 
cadet who ever received an army as a 
graduation present. . 

Now 53, Somoza is a six-foot-two- 
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inch flamboyant figure with a foot- Graft for the Guardia. Somoza is 


in-mouth candor that makes his 
advisers wince. "People say I’m an 
s.o.b. and I am, but I’m not as bad as 
Batista or Pdrez Jimdnez,” Somoza 
said recently, referring to the former 
dictators of Cuba and Venezuela. 
. Asked how he reconciled his- Ca- 
tholicism with the misery of many of 
his people (peasants who labor on 
Somoza’s haciendas earn as little as 
{2.24 a day), the president replied, 
"Well, it’s a benign climate. People 
can live under trees.” 

Somoza used to be fond of big 
cigars and whooping it up at parties, 
but after a severe heart attack in 1977 
he gave, up smoking and drinking, 
and shed 87 pounds. In an effort to 
pep up his public image, he switched 
from military uniforms to business 
suits. 

Underneath, it’s the same old 
Somoza. Even during the national 
uprising, he found time to manage 
his business empire, wheeling and 
dealing by telephone from his bunk- 
er. During my interview with So- 
moza, he was frequently interrupted 
by business calls. He has his finger in 
just about every pie in Nicaragua. 
The Somozas own a substantial in- 
terest in LANICA (the "national” air- 
line), a shipping line, a bank, a 
hotel, a construction firm, a cement 
plant,. a meat-packing facility; also 
in mines, textile factories, a newspa- 
per, and a radio and television sta- 
tion. Nicaraguans are particularly 
resentful that the Somozas own an 
estimated 20 percent of the nation’s 
arable land. ' 
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kept in power, and in business, by 
the Guardia. His half-brother, Maj. 
Gen. Josd Somoza, is the Guardia’s 
acting;^ director. Its basic-training 
school is commanded by the presi- 
dent’s eldest son, Harvard-educated 
Maj; Anastasio Somoza, 27, who is 
called Tachito, "Little Tacho.’’ 
When I asked Somoza if Tachito 
might nurse ambitions to succeed 
him, Somoza beamed and purred, 
“That’s ope of the greatest institu- 
tions in Nicaragua: anyone can as- 
pire to anything." 

Somoza assures the loyalty of his 
troops by making them a privileged 
class; Not only is the Guardia Nica- 
ragua’s army, air force, navy and 
police, but it also runs the country's 
customs, immigration, postal and 
telecommunications services. When 
not fighting rebels, the Guardia is in 
hot pursuit of the fast buck. Almost 
everyone gets a piece of the action.' 
Higher-ups collect percentages from 
illegal prostitution and gambling; 
ordinary personnel collect traffic 
"fines.” 

Until recently Nicaragua was 
more a dictablanda, a bland dictator- 
ship, than a dictadura, a hard one. 
Rough stuff was not unknown, but 
some opposition was tolerated. For 
years, the feisty newspaper La Prensa 
hurled daily abuse at Somoza and his. 
officials. Nicaragua was a far cry 
from Castro’s Cuba, where not a- 
peep of dissent is permitted.

Los muchachos died by the hun-' 
dreds. The Guardia sprayed homes, 
churches, stores with machine-gun 
fire, indiscriminately slaughtering ci- 
vilians. At least ^1 men and boys 
were marched out of Le6n, forced to 
scratch out shallow graves, then shot. 
Red Cross officials estimate that 3000 
to 5000 people were killed in the 
bombardments, street fighting and 
subsequent executions. 

Legacy of Hatred. Holed up in 
his bunker, Tacho Somoza now is 
very much at bay. In former times, a 
Somoza could count on U.S. sup- 
port, but the Carter Administration 
has maintained a studious aloofness 
and refused to sell any more weap- 
ons to Somoza. Still, the cutoff has 
had little effect on the Guardia’s 
ability to shoot people. Somoza has 


been buying automatic weapons 
from Israel, and he has a huge stock- 
pile of U.S. arms. 

Nicaragua is at an impasse: The 
opposition has not been able to over- 
throw Somoza; but, hated as he is, he 
cannot really govern the country. 
The longer the impasse continues, 
the more the Sandinistas will benefit 
from anti-Somoza feelings. Castro 
gives the Sandinistas propaganda 
support— but stops short of provid- 
ing them witlrweapons. Either he is 
too busy in Africa or he fears that 
Cuban arms would provoke U.S. 
response. 

American, Guatemalan and 
Dominican diplomats are trying to 
promote a compromise between So- 
moza and moderate opposition lead- 
ers. They hope that the moderates 
and not the Marxists will come out 
on top in a post-Somoza era. In 
the meantime; Nicaragua remains a 
tragic land, a country that for more 
than four decades has suffered the 
agony of having been occupied by its 
own army and having been passed, ' 
like a family heirloom, from one 
Somoza to another.
